He is not 
speaking in a sarcastic sense, AU 
young men and women have some- 
thing to be delighted about h that 
they arc young. Those who are just 
setting out upon life's journey have 
something to be really grateful' 10 
God for, and which very man} older 
people would give mountains cf gold 
find diamonds to possess. 

What does he mean? That while 
(he young have n real and well- 
grounded cause to rejoice and be 
happy because (heir lives are before 
them, and they can shape I hem as , 
they will, they should also remem- 
ber that a responsibility confETwith 
this privilege and that the use they 
make of ii will not only have an ef- 
fect upon their immediate happiness 
and well-being, hut it will be 
brought up again for trial, or Judg- 
ment, at the finish. If they have 
made good use of it tlicy will be

merriment and gaiety which other- 
wise pass for happiness can only 
exist when conscience is lulled, to 
sleep, or its voice- overwhelmed, and 
they disappear, like the darkness be- 
fore the rising sun, when recollection 
follows. 

How is it to be done? Dy facing 
the position, looking at thinge fair-

GEORGE SCOTT RAILTON, ITS FIRST COMMISSIONER AND THE PART HE 
PLAYED IN THE EARLY COUNCILS OF THE ORGANIZATION 



FEW among the present generation of Sal- ' 
yatkraials can know how -much the Army 
realty owes to the mind and spirit of George 
Scott Railton, who became ilS first Com- 
eiissiener and whose death took place, on timely " 
» it seemed, in the. midsummer, of 19-13. 
'Anyone reading the life oi the Army' J 
FdnrJdcr, as presented in those- two important 
volumes by Mr. Harold Begbie, is at once struck 
by the influence which this restless, original, and 
headlong- spirit exerted' on the Movement, es- 
pecially in- its early and formative years. Little 
mtdirally is said directly on this point by Sir. 
Begbie, whois concerned with the history of 
William Booth and not that of tbc Organization ; 
but one senses it in almost every one of the 
. earlier chapiers of (hat lengthy narrative. 

- Flared n Constractive Rale 

Now we have fresh from the press a liic- 
ekclch of thij great Salvationist written by Com- 
SiESSioncr~r>nii and Urigadicr Eileen Dougt.i->. 
This gives such dctaifc qt his career as enable 
as to gather a more complete and reliable esti- 
mate of tht coiislmctivc role he played in the 
building np of the Army. 

We learn, for instance, from an admirable 
and beautiful Preface coniribuKO by the Ocn- 
craT r who of eOursc knew Comraisjioner Railton 
more intimately than anyone, ilia: U\s vigour and 
dash, anioUnling- almost to reeklcs^ne^;^, eontri- 
hotcd much to tht freedom of :rw Salvation 
Army. 

"He cami iiuu the councils oi our Founder?.'' 
fays the GeiteraL 4, aL the time of many of ihcir 
firit great departures from the Traditions and 
COttvtntions which had so Ion;; tramcljed tlicm 
sod hound the chu tu wliic't tiiey had be- 

longed ... lie saw not only the .ippalfin^ 

- tmpotcRcc, so far as influencing the hie of thu 
masses was concerned; of dead churches, bin * 
also the helplessness of many communities not 
dead— undoubtedly alive— to do anything effect- 
ive for the Salvation of the tnuUiUi<I^> arO\ind 
IBCH, and he believed that ibi* was in large 
ffleaSurc-bccauM* of their bondage to certain 
rigid lines of thought and action anJ to particu- 
lar ceremonials. Ife not only s.-itv alt this, but 
bad searched into Its causes with a tearless lovo 
of truth/' 

' The General points out, wha; has long been 
recognized, that the Army*s Founder was thrust 
jnio many of the departures which the work 
took by the overwhelming influences oi ihe boUr, 
often finding their justification zfter the event 
rather (ban discerning their wisdom beforehand. 
He was in many matters diffident and nervoiif. 
At such timer Hail ton broagln *o hear his hest 
ca'lhufiasrus, espcrienccs, and convictions, which 
fortified hi; Leader in every new venture. As the 
GtnenT aplly tays, "He m-as all for letiinj the 
new life — God's first work io tht; salvation Army 
, —find its own ways oFespan^ion, of selection, of 
reproduction. Jfc was ready to contend with all 
the world tbat it was a radical mistake to sav»- 
po*c that because that life was from God it must 
Ukt the same ways of expression as those taken 
By the kindred Divine Rifts in the past,." Wc 
day say that every fresh break from tradition 
which the Army Itas ever made owes its first }m- 
gulse to a large extent to the emancipating in- 
fluence of George Scott Raillon. 

"There is* sense in which Cosiiarssioner Rail- 
ton grew up in the Array Lo spiritual manhood 
and, entered the opening jeaxa of what would 
bo doubt have proved, had be livedo his spiritual 
maturity. The growth oS any Eoal is a wonder- 
fuFstudy, aad 1 was privikged :o know some- 
tMag ot the dE^elapscnt of my daai corarsd?.

Thiise travels, and 
i lie work, he associated with iliem, IirouEht him 
in iiiiimatc touch with iliu pco|ilcs of ,i great 
part of the earth. He cultivated and studied, 
<if course, chiefly among the com-non people;

liaving an acquaintance with their own lonmic, 
made hiin welcome al^o amonc nlorc thought- 
ful and educated persons evcryivlierc. They were 
«niiy too glad to show him (lie views and ex- 
perience* which too often arc hidden from visit' 
"He was able lo observe the leading" religions 
<n>. even from those with the best intentions, 
of the weirld and to judge of their fruit in tbc 
livts oi the people who professed them, and to 
do ft in a way open lo very few meirof his gener* 
aiion. Half the literature of the world was opcil 
to him. and his ability io gather impressions 
from their current print?, oi the contemporary 
life of i lie nations nnionp; whom lie sojourned* 

Opened Way lo Multitude a 

Having a mind so free and a heart so fired 
Commissioner Raiitou made an ideal pioneer, and 
his remarkable facility for acquiring languages' 
ripened hi* way to truiUitudcs w many lands. To 
quctc again the General ;— 

Railton was a founder, and his great strength 
lay in his consecration to those scveit principles 
in which wc still believe that our power lies: — 

Reliance on Divine Providence. 

An almighty conception of the evil of sin, 

Unfathomable confidence in God's power to 
save to the uttermost. 

Simple faith in the Blood of Jesus and the 
Atonement, 

Love for the poor and the people. 

Utter disregard for his own interests. 

Willingness to try new methods of adaptation 
and attack. 

There is no space here to cover, in however 
summarized a form, the ground traversed by this 
wholly excellent biography. Begun by Brigadier 
Douglas, and interrupted first by Iter death and 
then by the war, the task of compiling so fascin- 
ating a story of individual-endeavour has been 
completed by_ Commissioner Duff in a manner.. 
fully in keeping with the best of her literary 
work, Grace and sympathy and fine discrimina- 
tion mark the pages, which extend to twenty- 
four chap t era. 

Bom in 1849 of missionary parents returned 
from the West- Indies and settled 'in Scotland, 



Railton had such an upbringing as prepared 
him in .;l peculiar degree for the ardent, self- 
sacrificing life of a soul-saver. From boyhood he, 
delighted in anything that was unconventional. 
One Sunday tlvre were some camp meeting^ 
-at which, various speakers spoke all day front 
wagons. This, struct him as much more enjoy* 
iblc than sitting in chapel. His mothd 1 peopled 
his childish wdrld with nible stories, which be- 
came- to'hini as real and as absolutely fixed as 
any visible thing. He learned sound and never* 
lo-bc*furgottcn lcsuo»s on the efficacy of cor* 
fmral pitnislirmit of children if lightly adrmnfc* . 
tcrcd. George early took a great interest in the 
missionary enterprise, which was so constantly 
uppermost" In' his parents' minds, and when no 
more than eight years, old organized among Some 
schoolfellows a Juvenile Missionary Society. 

Converted in Boyhood 

. N'umircd though lie was iit the things of God 
the little .lad- obstinately banished all idea of 
yiiHiling himself io the Divine will, until pulled 
n[> suddenly hy a drctd of influenza. .Many were 
the Dorics rife. oMls fell work. It w.-is said that' 
the disease attached' the "very strong penplc" 
and was just Hkc a bad cold at first. But this 
rapidly developed, and almost before the victim, 
knew iu he was in a high fever, had become 
uncunscioiis, ami ere there was time to think of, 
danger his power io pray or speak was gone, 
WaVing nnc morning in the clutches oi an ifn- 
intanknhle "bad colli." llitf ten-year-old lad reas- 
itiinl that iflie should I6si> consciousness and 
die. determined to have nothing to* do with God, 
Ik* wwild l>e Iom for ever. So he put the ques- 
tion blankly to a woman o£ God who was a friend 
of hi* mother's, "What would you do if.you had 
only five minutes more to live?" The answer 
Hi thai desperate inquiry led George to seek Sal- 
vation, gaining which 1 filled his heart with glad- 
iicsc Writing of the iucidciu fifty years after- 
ward*. Nailton >aii3, "1 liavc never bad the 
slightest reason to doubt that Jesus Himself set 
my soul free in that little room that Sunday even- 
ing on February 19, I860." 

While yet a rollicking schoolboy, keen on all 
the games,- From marbles to "mushing"— consist- 
ing in one party charging another and trying to 
break through—George fully accepted the doc- 
trine of Sanctilicaiion, though it meant separa- 
tion from his chum, one of ihe cleverest lads in 
the school and a ^rcal help to him in all his 
studies, fu his weekly letter home he kept up : 
fellowship in everything with his parents. When 
little more than fifteen he was called home to the 
deathbed of his parents, ivho succumbed to fever 
contracted while nursing the sick in an epidemic 
at Pccl h Isle of M«n, where they were stationed 
on circuit. "Boys,"' said the father, with his laat 
breath, as George awl his brother knelt by the 
bed, '"there \s a yraiid work for you to doj X be- 
lieve. '' 

Setting out to earn bis own living, Railton 
secured a position in a commercial house in Lon- 
don. Taking lodgings close to the City, he spent' 
his leisure hours in reading the Bible and the 
newspapers and in studying the Spanish required 
by his daily work His dinner-time he spent in . 
the law courts which sat in the Guildhall, Carry- 
ing in his pocket enough food to keep him going 
he managed to arrange his time so as to hear, 
many of. ilte brightest lights of the English bar. 
Soon he had to face a crisis in his life.- Being 
required by his firm to write certain letters which 
he declared not to be perfectly straightforward, 
he refused and was dismissed for "holding to 
"such ahsurd scruples."

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NEW YORK, November 30th.— ' 

THE GENERAL'S reception at New York was an unexampled scene. 
The vast ball of the Per«i^lvania Station waa thronged with the public 
and Salvationists. Bands were playing, Hags waving and coloured 
lights bunting as the Commander, with. CommHsioner and Mrs, EstilL 
escorted the General through the cheering ranks to the head of the transept 
stain, where, with probably the largest indoor audience in New York, the 
General made a clear call to consider God's claims, to seek Him and to live 
holy lives, thai must have stirred the people like a prophet's voice. 

The wonderful acoustic properties of the building carried the GeneraTs 
words to the farthest confines without a bhu\ arresting: the whole business 
of the Btation. World travellers with the General say that they never saw 
anything like it before. 

On Saturday afternoon there was a fine gathering of Young People in 
the Memorial Hall.At night the General addressed a Soldiers' meeting, at 
Brooklyn. 

The Lexington Theatre was crowded three times on Sunday, and stir- 
ring scenes were wvilnessed as seekers came forward for Salvation and con- 
secration. The total number. of seekers for the two days was 273. 

On Sunday afternoon the General gave a lecture on "The Salvation 
Army. 1 ' It was attended by all classes, representing- leaders of military, 
naval, church, civil, judiciary, legal, business, and professional life. The 
Chairman, Major-General Summerall of the First Division, was introduced 
by the Commander, who referred to his being the first to understand the 
motives of the Salvation Army workers with the American troops, and the 
first to help them proceed with their task. 

He gave our General a characteristic hearty military welcome as "a 
great man in a day of many great men," and congratulated American Salva- 
tionists on the progress he had observed in the development of their work 
which would make the General's campaign epoch marking. 

Tbc Hon. George Gordon Battle, a noted lawyer, and the Rev. Pro- 
fessor Charles Fagnani, D-D, made doqnent speeches, thanking the Gen- 
eral for bis moving words, and expressing the appreciation of the Salvation 
Army based on evident close knowledge and comprehension of the prin- 
ciples of Salvationism. 

The Right Hon, TCehflrd Squires, Prime Minwttr of Newfoundland, 
who was a n unexpected visitor, electrified the audience by his hearty 
approval of the Salvation Army, arid by the statement that two Salvationists 
hold pordob'os in his Cabinet. The General also addressed a large overflow 
meeting in an adjacent Church. 

Oa Monday ibe Fifth Avenue Presbyterian Church was crowded for 
tbe great missionary demonstration, and hundreds were shut out. Stirring 
appeals were made by missionary officers from India, China, and Burma. 
At this meeting and at Boston last week nearly two hundred volunteers 
came forward for foreign service. 

On Tuesday tbe General met the Local Officers at Brooklyn, and after 
a most inspiring session thirty-four seekers came forward, Tbe Officers' 
Councils arc now proceeding, andjhe General is imparting / instruction and 
encouragement of incalculable value- He ■£ right in America's heart, and 
everywhere is received with ovations:' 

ThanbiEmflg Day (November 25) was spent at Philadelphia,, where 
the auditorium was crowded three tiraeiL Tbe meetings were marked with 
enlightenment and spiritual progress, also strong conviction.

What Ontario Is Doing to Provida 

Preserves for Animals and Birds 

THE Province of Ontario will bo 
in the future, as in the past, 
foremost hi the Dominion in nrovU 
siona for game and bird protection, 
tf the ideals of the Minuter of Pub- 
lic Works can be pursued. It eon- 
tains within its boundaries already; 
several extensive and splcndidly*--. 
adaptcd reservations ns sanctuary 
ior our wild kindred. Algonquin 
Park is a magnificent heritage for 
posterity; beautiful Rondeau Park, 
in Kent, on Lake Erie, attracts 
fauna and flora of southern diatri-t 
hutlon, which to a still greater ex- 
tent are met with in the new Do* 
minion Fark o£ Point Pelcc, mark- 
ing ihc most southerly extremity of 
Canada ; while to the north and west 
of Ontario, on the Pigeon Rlver t 
which lines the international boun-i 
daryi is a great untrodden area, re- 
served for the conservation ot our 
natural resources, known as Cjuhcco 
Park. 

During the year 1917 the Minb-i 
ler of Public Works lor Ontario set 
aside two Crown sanctuaries for 
birds and game, one in the county 
of Grey, known as Pcasemarah 
Form and the other in Essex coun- 
ty- '
